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General 
According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service 

in South Carolina, there were 6.3 days suitable for 

fieldwork for the week ending Sunday, May 7, 2023.  

Precipitation ranged from trace amounts to 1.2 inches of 

rain. Average high temperatures ranged from the low 70s 

to the high 70s. Average low temperatures ranged from the 

low 40s to the mid 50s. 

 

Crops 
Another week of cool temperatures and dry conditions 

throughout most of the state allowed farmers ample time 

for fieldwork.  The dry weather and high winds caused 

some scorch to crops and reduced soil moisture levels in 

the Midlands region. Corn planting neared completion as 

emergence continued to progress. Cotton, peanut, and 

soybeans were being planted; however, some areas were 

delayed due to cool nighttime temperatures. Tobacco 

fields continued to be transplanted. Wheat fields were 

drying down and nearly finished heading out. The 

vegetable crop was reported to be looking good, and some 

tomatoes were starting to put on blooms in the Lowcountry 

region.  

 

Livestock and Pastures 
Both cattle and pastures continued to be in relatively good 

condition around the state. The first cutting of hay 

continued, although fields with warm season grasses have 

been slower to respond due to the cool nighttime 

temperatures.
